Access to Information Act 



13(1) (INFORMATION OBTAINED IN CONFIDENCE) 

13. (1) Subject to subsection (2), the head of a government institution shall refuse to disclose 
any record requested under this Act that contains information that was obtained in confidence from 

(a) the government of a foreign state or an institution thereof; 

(b) an international organization of states or an institution thereof; 

(c) the government of a province or an institution thereof; or 

(d) a municipal or regional government established by or pursuant to an Act of the legislature of a 
province or an institution of such a government. 

(e) an aboriginal government. 

15(1) (INTERNATIONAL AFFAIRS AND DEFENCE) 

15. (1) The head of a government institution may refuse to disclose any record requested 
under this Act that contains information the disclosure of which could reasonably be expected to 
be injurious to the conduct of international affairs, the defence of Canada or any state allied or 
associated with Canada or the detection, prevention or suppression of subversive or hostile 
activities, including, without restricting the generality of the foregoing, any such information 

(a) relating to military tactics or strategy, or relating to military exercises or operations undertaken 
in preparation for hostilities or in connection with the detection, prevention or suppression of 
subversive or hostile activities; 

(b) relating to the quantity, characteristics, capabilities or deployment of weapons or other defence 
equipment or of anything being designed, developed, produced or considered for use as weapons 
or other defence equipment; 

(c) relating to the characteristics, capabilities, performance, potential, deployment, functions or 
role of any defence establishment, of any military force, unit or personnel or of any organization or 
person responsible for the detection, prevention or suppression of subversive or hostile activities; 

(d) obtained or prepared for the purpose of intelligence relating to 

i) the defence of Canada or any state allied or associated with Canada, or 

ii) the detection, prevention or suppression of subversive or hostile activities; 

(e) obtained or prepared for the purpose of intelligence respecting foreign states, international 
organizations of states or citizens of foreign states used by the Government of Canada in the 
process of deliberation and consultation or in the conduct of international affairs; 

(I) on methods of, and scientific or technical equipment for, collecting, assessing or handling 
information referred to in paragraph (d) or (e) or on sources of such information; 

(g) on the positions adopted or to be adopted by the Government of Canada, governments of 
foreign states or international organizations of states for the purpose of present or future 
international negotiations; 

(h) that constitutes diplomatic correspondence exchanged with foreign states or international 
organizations of states or official correspondence exchanged with Canadian diplomatic missions or 
consular posts abroad; or 

(i) relating to the communications or cryptographic systems of Canada or foreign states used 

i) for the conduct of international affairs, 

ii) for the defence of Canada or any state allied or associated with Canada, or 

iii) in relation to the detection, prevention or suppression of subversive or hostile activities. 
19(1) (PERSONAL INFORMATION) 

19. (1) Subject to subsection (2), the head of a government institution shall refuse to disclose 
any record requested under this Act that contains personal information as defined in section 3 of 
the Privacy Act. 
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21(1) (OPERATIONS OF GOVERNMENT) 

21.(1) The head of a government institution may refuse to disclose any record requested 
under this Act that contains 

(a) advice or recommendations developed by or for a government institution or a minister of the 
Crown, 

(b) an account of consultations or deliberations involving officers or employees of a government 
institution, a minister of the Crown or the staff of a minister of the Crown, 

(c) positions or plans developed for the purpose of negotiations carried on or to be carried on by or 
on behalf of the Government of Canada and considerations relating thereto, or 

(d) plans relating to the management of personnel or the administration of a government institution 
that have not yet been put into operation,

Over Lho years ami since my appointment as Canada's Minister of Foreign Affairs in May 201 1. 
I have followed the situation in Burma with profound interest. I have been pleased to learn of the 
positive developments that have taken place in recent months, including your party's decision to 
re-register to participate in upcoming by-elections. You have been a fearless defender of values 
that all Canadians share: a belief in freedom, democracy, human rights, and the rule of law. The 
Government of Canada continues to support the pursuit of genuine democracy for the Burmese 
people. 

Although recent events have been encouraging, the reform process in Burma is still in its early 
stages. We hope that the initial changes we have seen will continue to grow and multiply. For 
example, as a step toward democracy, we hope that Burma will uphold religious freedoms for all 
Burmese, including Christian and Muslim minorities, lor history has shown us that religious 
freedom and democratic freedom are inseparable. I would welcome your assessment of the 
changes taking place, and how Canada and the international community could support further 
progress.

Tim, 

As discussed, below is a summary of our efforts to arrange a visit to Canada by ASSK. 
Following the delivery of the letter outlining our offer to facilitate a visit by ASSK on August14, 
we have made frequent attempts to follow up with ASSK's office. Due to poor telecoms in 
Burma we were not able to reach ASSK's staff yesterday or last Friday. 

We will continue efforts to reach ASSK's office and will try to arrange a time for a phone call to 
ASSK 



David 
Timeline: 

Week of July 16: BNGKK was in touch with ASSK's personal secretary and were told that they 
are still in the midst of drawing up her notional program for the trip to North America but 
Canada is on their list. ASSK had also received an invitation to attend the 127th assembly of 
the inter-parliamentary union in Quebec City Oct 21-26. Her office is trying to see how they 
can arrange the program so that she can attend both the Global citizen award ceremony in 
NY on Sept 21 and the IPU a month later. BNGKK undertook to write to ASSK reiterating 
MINA's open invitation to visit Canada (communicated by letter in Dec 201 1 and in person in 
Mar 2012) and would continue to be in touch with her office. 

July 20: In discussions with US State Dept, oGPM/Hoffmann heard that ASSK planned to 
spend several weeks in N. America, including visits to NY (UNGA), WSHDC, California 
and several other locations. She was also apparently considering visiting Ottawa as well as 
attending the IPU meeting in October in Quebec City . 

July 23: BNGKK had a detailed conversation with Dr. Tin Mar Aung, who said that ASSK's trip 
would last a maximum of 2 weeks and that she would like to include travel to Canada, possibly 
in the range of Sept 23 (earliest) to 26. She would prefer travelling on the 24th, Monday 
morning and leave the next day afternoon to the west coast. A day and a half trip (meet with 
the Canadian government and the Burmese community) was planned for Canada unless there 
were other invitations and engagement that required her presence. The IPU in Quebec City 
was now off the plan. 

July 27: BNGKK was advised that despite the plans we'd been given, ASSK has decided that 

2012/11/20 
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her program in the US is too packed to allow a side trip to Canada. As context, she was 
suffering from exhaustion when she returned from Europe (she was in fact ill during the trip) 
and had to miss the first few days of parliament to recover. BNGKK went back to ASSK's 
office to see what could be done to have them reconsider - emphasising how disappointed 
MINA and NGOs would be and offering whatever help we can to get a trip to Canada 
squeezed in. 

July 30: BNGKK continued to follow up. ASSK's office reconfirmed to BNGKK that there is no 
possibility of including a trip to Canada during the US trip. They're already concerned about 
how long the US trip will be (more than two weeks). They stated ASSK is committed to coming 
to Canada for a longer trip at a later date, although there is no clear timeframe. 

Aug. 9 : BNGKK spoke with ASSK's chief of staff and requested timing for a phone call with 
MINA. Chief of staff stated again that there was no time for a visit to Canada and that ASSK 
was not available to take a phone call. 

August 13: GSD spoke with Burmese Ambassador about the potential visit. 

Aug 14: Wendell Sanford travelled to Nay Pyi Taw to deliver letter to ASSK. Was unable to 
reach ASSK's Chief of Staff, but was able to deliver ASSK visit proposal to her Principal 
Private Parliamentary Secretary, Phyo Zeya Thaw MP, who promised to get it to ASSK.

If you have any additions, comments or deletions, please advise We see 
this letter and talking points as our best recommendation, but will take your guidance as well on any suggested 
changes. Some questions that you should consider, but that we have accepted as part of our recommendation is 
who signs and how addressed" (ie as opposed to having no addressee or signature).
